"War with Russia right now would 
mean that the United States forces 
now in Germany would try to get to 
England as hastily as possible," Dr.

Should the present insecure peace 
continue for some time, the United 
States will expand its forces until it 
could make a determined stand in 
Europe without total evacuation of 
forces, Dr. Wright believes.
